The hoard meeting was attend¬ 
ed by all members except H. J. 
Alley, one of the hold-over niem- 
bers, who has removed from the 
city. W. R. Humphries, retiring 
president, who did not choose to 
allow his name to go on the bal¬ 
lot at the recent election of di¬ 
rectors, presidoil at tlm opening of 
the meeting. On motion of Di- 
. 7 'ctor Tyler, Mr. Humphries wa.s 
chosen to fill the vacancy left hy 
the removal of Mr. Alley. W. D. 
Richards also resigned on the 
ground that he would be unable 
to attend many of the meetings 
after the first of the year, and 
Fred Griebenow w.as named in his 
stea<l. 

With the changes noted the 
directorate now includes Ray A. 
Grant, Tom Tyler, Dr. (i. S. Bo- 
vard, R. C. Copenhaver, W. K. 
Pratt, Walter C. Poehler, It. (I. 
McLellan, Woodson Jones, W. 
R. "Tlumphries and Fred Grielio- 
now. Most qf the lengthy .session 
was devoted to di.scus.sion as to 
how to put the organization on 
its feet financially. 

Secretary Brooks reported out¬ 
standing obligations amounting to 
more than f'lOO, with a negligible 
amount of cash on hand. About 
$100 in annual membership ilues 
should come in this month, anil in 
January the bulk of the annual 
income would he collectable. This 
would provide considerably more 
than enough to. meet all indebt¬ 
edness. H(‘ SJiid there are about 
170 members on the roll, 22 hav¬ 
ing been added since lie took 
office in the summer. Several 
other persons have indicated their 
intention to join the chamber the 
first of the new year. 

The directors were adverse to 
using the normal income of the 
new year ami of new member¬ 
ships'^ to meet old obligations. 
Several suggestions were made as 
to money-raising activities. After 
considering them all, the proposal 
of R. G. Mcl,ellan was adopted to 
the effect that a concert lie ar¬ 
ranged early in January by the 
enterUiinment committee of which 
Joe R. Ea.stwood is chairman.. 
Vice President Jones, who was 
presiding, named Directors Me- 
Lellan and Humphries to cooper¬ 
ate with the committee in making 
the necessary plans. 

Before surrendering the chair as 
president, Mr. Humphries made 
.some suggestions as to activities 
and organization work. The bene¬ 
fits of chamber of commerce ac¬ 
tivities are popularly suposed to 
accrue chiefiy to the hu.sines.s 
firms of the community. How- 
Wer, he said there are more, than

Not only was the rain 
of great benefit to orange grow¬ 
ers and other ranchers in the 
vicinity, who had lieen threatened 
with the necessity for irrigation, 
hut al.so to the small gardeners, 
who were spending iiio.st of theii

'I'ests Eggs In 
This District 

The Los .Angeles Gourity Health 
Department is enforcing the Cali¬ 
fornia Egg law and the work in 
tliis district is under the super¬ 
vision of Dr. J. M. Furstiiian, 
loc.-il district health otVicer. The 
stoii's and ranches have been in¬ 
spected and advised as to the re- 
(|uiiemi’Tits of tilt' law and only a 
f('W minor xiolations have been 
found. J 

inspection is _for wliolesome- 
ne.ss of product and correct label¬ 
ing ns to (|ualily niiil size. This 
i.s done so that the consumer may 
know just what ho is buying. .-Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Furstman, he should 
a.sk for grade and .size and not 
he fooled hy the price, for there 
is nearly twice as much meat in 
the large as tliere is in the small 
egg. I.arge eggs need not he 
lahled us to the size hut smaller 
sizes must he labeled just what 
(hey are, ''medium or pullets” or 
"small or pewi'es.” 

I I'eiqile do not ask how long 
I the beef was'killed, when buying 
iment; not how long butter or 
cheese wa.s' maiio, as long as the 
product is wholesome; and the 
sami' is true of eggs. A good 
egg k(-pt in a dark cool place 
, for 2 monliis is superior in t|ual- 
, ity to a fresli egg which has been 
, loft in the sun or some hot place 
for 21 hours. Formerly people 
did not know as much about 
cold .storage as they do now, and 
at till' present time only the 
best (luality of eggs ,are put in 
cold storage. 

The term “fresh eggs” or its 
e(|uivalent is applicable only to 
eggs which meet the pi-c.sent 
speciticalioiis of U. S. Specials, 
except that yolks may he visible 
and excluding all processed, cold 
stored, iirtifically cleaned and in¬ 
cubator egs.* • 

! The term “eggs” "ranch eggs” 
(■tc. is applicalilc to eggs which 
meet the spi'cilications of U. S. 
Extras and may be fresh or pro- 
ces.sed, cold ston'd or artificially 
cleaned. 

: Eggs whicii meet the specifica¬ 
tions of U. S. Standards must be 
' marked in a manner to indicate 
tho fact that they are of ’lower 
quality with such words as “held,” 
.“stored,” "eastern,” etc.

While Robert .Annas Jr. was 
pushing his way through the 
hordes of ('liristmas shoppers Sat¬ 
urday evening in 1/OS .Angeles, 
his wife and children were .star¬ 
ing death in tlie face at their 
tiome on Santa .Anita Court, “(ias 
poisening” was the verdict of Dr. j 
Gilbert Bovard who was called by 
frantic neighbors, after .Mrs. 
Annas and the Um>e little girls 
were discovered in the gas filled 
room. 

.All during the day the family 
had r; .na’ned index-rs while the 
.storm <■ iiitinued wi'.hi ut, and all 
during the day the gu.s heater 
furni.sh I war ith for them. Short¬ 
ly after six o'clock they gathered 
in the front room to await the 
return of “daddy” from the city. 
It was only with the greatest 
effort that Mrs. Annas threw off 
the creeping effects of the gas 
and managed to reach the door, 
when' she screamed for help. 

She and the children, all of 
whom were under five years of 
age, were desperately ill for some 
time after the doctor arrived and 
administered restoratives, but are 
today showing no ill effects from 
their experience. 

.As a result a warning is being 
sounded liy the city health of- 
.ticials to all users of gas for 
heating. In the instance of the 
.Annas family, the cord connect¬ 
ing the gas plug with the heater 
was leaking in 15 places, and 
uiiburtK'd gas wa.s escaping into 
the room at a rapid rate. No 
fumes of gas could he dected 
upon eiTtering the room, howevi'r, 
it was reported hy those who ar¬ 
rived shortly after Mrs. .Annas 
•shouted for help. 

The cord was of the spiral 
metal type, the many metal rings 
overlapping to form the hose. Tliis 
type is always dangerous, accord¬ 
ing to officials, who recommend 
the fiber hose. Many cities have 
condemmod tlie metal hose en¬ 
tirely. All hose should he tested 
Ix'fore using, is the warning.

Hermit Loses 
Cabin Roof In 
Morning Fire 

Frank Volvin, the “Hermit” of 
the Big Santa Anita, was driven 
from his home by fire Monday 
niorning. The wooden roof and 
contents of his stone effbin are 
said to have been completely de¬ 
stroyed. The cabin was located 
deep in the gorge about half a 
mile above the Big Santa Anita 
dam. Tlie lake created by the 
' filling of the dam with water 
would have reached close to his 
cabin. 

For something like 25 years 
Volvin has been a recluse in the 
^Big Santa .Anita. He has been a 
favorite subject for the imagina¬ 
tions of daily newspaper feature 
writers. The mystery was en- 
liaiiced by tlie fact that he was 
unable to speak English when he 
first took up his abode in the 
canyon. Even in later years he 
; has not been overly communica¬ 
tive. 

Volvin has eked out an e.xist- 
ence by raising crops on little 
areas cleared on the canyon 
slopes, and by labor on the trails 
and about the ctunps. To resi¬ 
dents and canyon campers there 
j lias been no particular mystery or 
romance involvetl except for the 
fact that Volvin’s cabin is located 
I in one of the most beautiful por- 
,tions of the. ctinyon.
